The tomato seeds cost him 80 
ents. The hotbed cost him nothing 
but a little labor—he built it of 
materials salvaged from dumps 
and: heated it with manure ob- 
tained for the asking. 

The tomatb plants that the hot- ‘ 
bed yielded he sold as fast as he 
could pick them, With the proceeds 
from the seeds he bought calves. 
From a small beginning, he has 
built a herd of four steers, three 
heifers and one cow. 

That’s a pretty fair realization 
from 80 cents, and we forgot to 
mention the two pigs he recently 
bought.

Besides, he builds 
scenery for the school shows and 
Spends his shop periods turning 
out tables, screens and other furni-
